Child Psychologists Change Their Minds 
Laff-A-Day 


W ashington C. H. parents who have been 


trying to rear their children according to 
the theories of the psychologists who in­ 
sisted upon 
“no repressions”, 
can relax. 
They have been on the wrong track. 


It is reported that most psychologists now 
admit that the “let them do as they please” 
school has bred a generation of near-vipers 
or as they phrase it, “liberated” children in­ 
to “tyrants” who 
in most instances 
have 
proceeded 
to oppress their 
parents 
and 
other adults who have sought to manage 
them. 


Now it appears that instead of frustrated 
children, w e are developing a generation of 
frustrated parents. 


Recently at the annual conference of the 
Child Study 
Association of Am erica 
the 
“new approach" was outlined. We are to get 
back to 
the system 
found successful 
by 
many parents. 


A ctually there is nothing new about this 
new method. What 
the psychologists now 
suggest is just 
plain old-fashioned 
disci­ 
pline, the kind that a lot of parents always 
used with better than average results. 


However, “discipline” or even “restraint” 
are naughty words in the vocabulary of the 
learned men 
and wom en 
of psychology. 
They prefer a word like “renunciation” but 
what they mean is that children are to be 
told w hat to do and what not to do. When 
they are told they are to obey. 


Talking w ith 
a Fayette 
County 
farm 
mother, the other day, a woman who has 
been quite a success in rearing a fine fam ily 
of children, she made a remark that seemed 
very sensible. “I believe that m ost children 


need and desire direction. They regard this r 


ar. a kind of support 
and learn from it to | 


trust the judgem ent of their parents often 
; 
when they feel the need of advice.” 


This switch 
of child care 
recommenda- I 
tions by many noted psychologists is not a j 
new fad. They say it is the result of an in- j 
tensive and 
critical study during 
several 
years. 


This is a part 
of a general revision 
of . 
theory. Only a few 
years ago it was an­ 
nounced the professors 
w ere abandoning 
the “m ustn’t-fondle-babies” rule. They had I 
belatedly discovered that babies need the | 
cuddling and the tender endearm ents which 
mothers give them instinctively. 


Fortunately for the peace and com fort of I 
most children and parents, not too much 
attention was paid to the shifting mumbo ! 
jumbo of child psychologists. 


Most parents rear their young according 
to experience and common sense, knowing ; 
that an 
undisciplined child has 
a rough 
tim e of it when it reaches m aturity and en­ 
ters a world which offers neither success ; 
nor happiness to those who cannot subordi- [ 
nate their individualities 
to the needs 
of 
society.

Lobbyist without Money or Votes

WASHINGTON, March 13— (/P) 
— It isn’t a headline-m aking con­ 
gressional hearing. No mink coats. 
No deep freezes. No dancing girls. 
But to energetic, 35-year-old 
Mike Masaoka, the hearing on 
changes in our immigration and 
naturalization laws is of top-flight 
importance. He hasn’t missed a 
meeting of the Senate and House 
judiciary subcommittees, and he 
doesn’t intend to. 
I thought you might be interest­ 
ed in Mike because he doesn’t fit 
in the picture that usually is 
painted of lobbyists.

M ike’s cause may be better un­ 
derstood by looking first at Mike. 
The Masaoka family moved from 
Fresno to Utah. Mike went 
to 
school there, was graduated from 
the University of Utah. Every­ 
thing was going along nicely un­ 
til Dec. 7, 1941. That was a dis­ 
aster for all of U, but it was a 
double disaster to Americans who 
looked like the enemy. 
Japanese were put in detention 
camps. 
Japanese - Americans 
though citizens, were suspected 
of treachery. Mike was jailed 
nine times. 


He decided the best way Japa­ 
nese - Americans 
could 
prove 
their loyalty would be to have 
a fighting force of their own. The 
442nd Japanese American regi­ 
mental combat team was the re­ 
sult. 
The first volunteer: Mike Masa­ 
oka. The second, third, fourth and 
fifth volunteers: M ike’s brothers. 
The combat team had a terrific 
record. “We helped rescue the 
Texans,” he says proudly, ‘‘and I 
am now an honorary citizen of 
Texas.” 
The 442nd won medals by the 
bucket full. 
The cost was high. Its casual­ 
ties ran higher than 300 percent 
counting replacements. 
The Masaokas won 30 medaLs. 
But one brother was killed, an­ 
other suffered wounds that left 
him IOO percent disabled, another 
was 40 percent disabled. 
Mike came home to work for 
the Japanese-American 
citizens 
league and its 10,000 members. 
The league has two objectives 
that are under consideration at 
tho present hearing. In the orde*f 
of their importance, these arc: 
I. Full naturalization rights for 
Japanese. No Japanese ever has 
been allowed to become a citi­ 
zen, although, of course, his chil­ 
dren who are born here are citi­ 
zens, 
There are 
around 76,000 
Japanese aliens in the U. S. and 
Hawaii. 
“This means that my mother, 
w'ho has been here since 1907 
and who had five sons in the 


army, 
Mike 
fair.” 
2. The league wants the 
old 
Oriental exclusion act repealed 
so that Japanese can immigrate. 
Even if this is done, only 185 
would be allowed to come , in 
each year under the quota sys­ 
tem, 
“It isn’t many,” Mike says. "But 
it’s the principle that counts. We 
think this law, which made the 
Japanese feel inferior, played a 
part in bringing on the last war.’’ 
So Masaoka goes his way. try­ 
ing to persuade congressmen that 
his way is the fair way. A num­ 
ber of congressmen have 
been 
convinced. 
But, says Mike, “it Isn’t flue to 
me. It’s due to the good job the 
Japanese Americans have done 
in proving they’re real Americans 
I’m just an exhibit ” 
Mike thinks he had a real break 
He was named Masaru Matasoka 
but the 
members of his 
Boy 
Scout troop couldn’t pronounce 
it. So they all put names in a hat, 
and he drew out the one that 
would be his. He’s glad it was 
Mike. Easy to pronounce, easy 
to remember, it’s a help in deal­ 
ing with congressmen. 
Mike has had the name legaliz­ 
ed, and he feels he nailed 
the 
right to it down further when he 
was wounded during the war 
“I’m part Irish nowr,“ he says 
“I needed a transfusion, and the 
blood was supplied by an Irish­ 
man.
